meal for dogs. 
Any delicate and re­ 
fined woman of to-day would find the 
common life of a woman of the dark 
ages unendurable. 
The women of the 
<iark ages were not overrefined nor, for 
that matter, were those in the time of 
good Queen Bess, and the life of either 
of these periods would be misery and 
wretchedness to the men of the nine- 
icenth century as well as to the wom­ 
en. 
Those who talk of the subjection 
of woman to man's dominion, and her 
emancipation from hie tyranny, forget 
that during historical times the whole 
human race has improved in the vir­ 
t u e s of self-restraint and humanity and 
I hat. even if there has as yet been no 
material progress in disinterestedness, 
selfishness has unquestionably become 
more enlightened and 
broad-minded. 
Instead of being something wrested 
from hard-hearted man, the improve­ 
ment of the condition of woman is only 
one aspect of that progress which ben­ 
efits a ll—the young, the mature, the 
a'-Ted. women and men alike. 
Man has

trolled by influences of which he has 
? -ii for the most part totally ignor­ 
ant.; influences which are purely nat­ 
ural. shining like the sun on the evil 
and the good and descending like rain 
on the just and unjust: and woman, 
like man, has had her part 
in 
the 
whole history of our race.

every oue wonders why the other did not 
come too. So that, in reality, each pas­ 
tor has to do as much visiting as if she 
were alone, except iii cases of sickness 
and other trouble. 
Then there is a dif 
ference. Our parish is so large in terri­ 
tory aud the members of the congrega­ 
tion so scattered all over tho city that it 
would be impossible for one person to 
make frequent calls.” 
When there are 
weddings, funerals or christenings, of 
course both ministers must be present. 
A striking feature of tho work of these 
women is the harmony which surrounds 
them, tho ease with which one supple­ 
ments the gifts of the other, although 
they apparently are widely different in 
temperament. 
They felt sure of their 
compatibility, though, before they un­ 
dertook a joint pastorate here four years 
- ago. Miss Murdoch is an Iowa woman 
and was .engaged in ministeral work 
there. 
It was while resting from her 
labor that she met Miss Buck, a Michi­ 
gan woman, who was a high school 
teacher in her native state. 
The result 
of this acquaintance was that they stud­ 
ied together at Meadville, Pa., where 
Miss Murdoch took a postgraduate course 
aud Miss Buck secured a degree. 
Then they went abroad togetln r and 
studied at Oxford. 
Finding that their 
friendship could stand the strain of in­ 
timacy at college, seasickness and the 
strangeness of a foreign country, they 
believed that it could endure the trial 
of joint work.—Cleveland Cor.
